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The C ASE of the Dear and Chapter of BANGOR, about Llanddinam. 


HE Rectory of L/anddinam was Anciently divided into two equal Moyeties or Comporticns (as they were called) belides {eve- 
ral ſmall Vicarages, and both theſe Comportions, being Preſcatative Eccleſiaſtical Livings, were in the Gift of the Bilnop ©: 

Bangor, who 1s both Patron and Ordinary thereof. 
One of theſe Cornportions being in the Poſſeſſion of the preſent Lord Biſhop of Loxdoz ; fell void by his promotion to that See; 
and K. Charles 2d, who claim'd the diſpoſal of it, for that ove Turn, by Virtue of his Prerozative, would have Conferr'd it on Mr. Hel, 
then, or lately before, a Preacher in ZXea/aud: But he being ( as is ſuppoſed) unwilling to perform the Conditions required to obtain the 


Inſtitution, procured the Grant of this Comportion, to be made to Mr. Spademaz,, who had Inſtitution to it in the year Sixtcen Hundred 


Seventy Four, not to his own Benefit, bat 7 Truſt for Mr. Hill, as Mr. 21 himſelf ſets forth in his Pexition to the Houſe of Commons, as 1+ 
mentioned 1n the Votes of the Fourteenth of January laſt. 2 

The other Comportion being fallen void in the Year 1684, Dr. Humphrey L!oyza, then Biſhop of Baxgor, took 1t 7 Qrmendam, and Contt- 
dering the Cathedral Church of Bazgor had not one Penny Revenue to ſupport the Fabrick, or maintain the Choir in, ſo that 1t Was 
maintained only by the Charity of the Gentry and Clergy : Andconfideriug that the Vicars of L/anddinam had but very imall Maintenance, 
procured an Act of Parhtament ; Jacob. 2. to veit both the ſaid Comportions, upon the next Avoidance that {hculd happen in the Dean anc: 
Chapter-of Bazzcr, not to their own USE, bur 42 Traft, for Increaſe of Five Poor Vicarages upon tlie Place, and for ſupport of the Fabrict: 
and Coir of the Church of Bazgor, which was then in great Decay, and ſtill wants very great Repairs. — 

This Comportion held by Bithop Loyd, fell void by his Death, and hath been ever {ince Enjoyed by the Dean and Chapter, and by them 
applyed entirely to thoſe Pious Uſes ro which they. were appointed by the Aft of Parliament, and in ſuch Proportions as the late Arch-Biihop 
Saxcreft, and the then Biſhop of Bazgor, dirctted; ' and as they were empowered by the ſaid AQ to do. 

The other Comportion became void by Mr, Spademay*s not taking the Oaths to the King ard the late Queen, of blefled Memory, as 
obliged by the Aa for Abrogatins the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and appointing other Oaths, &c, And is by that A voidance, Legally and 
actually Velted in the ſaid Dcan and Chapter, to tlie Pious and Charitable Uſes atcreſiic, | 

Bur the. Poſſeffion was, and {tl 15 detained from them by the Power ani Intere.: 1%, Hol, | 

The Dcan and Chapter brought their Ejectment, which coming to be Tryed at Salcep, there, unon pretence of a Faule i ty

'ii:e pretended Fault was, That no Leaſe was Sealed to the Leſſee in the Ejectment, whereas the Common Piaciice hat | 
Leale :2ter and Oatry thowd be Conteſſed ; but here it was denyed. 

Ater this the Dean and Chapter brought a new EjeAment, but this was ſtopped by Arts and Amuſements of Mr. E/, in order £9 
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deiay Proceedings at Law, an to bring this Bill-in-Parliament, to reinveſt the ReQory of Llanddinar in Mr. Spademan, for the Bench of 


him the ſaid Mr. Hill, which it is Pray'd may not pals. 

Firjt, Becaule he never had any Pretention to the ReQory of Llanddinam, but to one Share or Moyety of it. 

2, Becauſe the Tranſaction between Mr. Hill andSpademan for the firit Obtaining and Enjoying this Comportion, was by to mcans Fair 
and Legal, and tends to over-throw all the Laws againſt Symory ard for Uniformity. - 

For it one may take a Living, and be Inſtituted to it for the Benefit of another, then he, for whoſe Advantage it is, may {afely pay : 
ney for obtaining ſuch Living ; and he that is Inſtituted, may take the Oath againtt Symony ſafely, for he gave no Money, nor I: 
none, and yet tie true Symoniak may enjoy the Profits, 

It one Man may be Employed to take Inſtitution, take Oaths and make Subſcriptions inſtead of another, then any Papiſt, Sccinian, ©: 
Jew &c. may have the benefit of any of the Digniries or Benejices of the Church, 1t he can procure any one that will do the {ſame Kininets 
for him, as Mr. Spademan did for Mr. Hu. 

If this Secret had been known in the late Reign, it is eaſy to imagine what had become of all our Church Prefermeats. - 

Since Mr. H7! never had any Legal Title to this Comportion, and Mr. Spaarmay has forfeited 1iis Þitle alſo /it ever he had any) it 1s ho- 
ped, That ſuch an extraordinary Method as making a new Law, to give him a New Title in Law which at preſent he lath nc, will nct paſs, 

It is hoped that a new Law will not be made to defeat a Charity deſigned tor the Increaſe of Poor YVicarages, and Maintenance of Ten, ot

more Poor Men, and Youths, and tor Repairing of a Rainoas Cathedral, to which they have a preſent Right, in order to increaſe the Rich. 


es of a Wealthy Preacher in Foreign Parts, who has already receiv'd the Profits, without any good Right, tor 22 Yca:s, amounting to about 
Seventeen Hundred Pounds. — 

It docs not appear that Mr. John Spademan that took the Oathsat Hick's Hall, is the ſame Spademan that was Inſtituted to Llanddinm, there 
being no addition to his Name, in the Certificate annexed to Mr. Hs Petition, ſignifying cither his place of Abode or Ca!lizo. 

Nor doth it appear, "That the ſame John Spademar, who was Inſtituted to Llandainam, is now alive ; he having never appearci at L'and/;- 
azz, fince the time of his Inſtitution in the Year Sixteen Hundred Seventy {our, nor ever attended any Epiſcopal Viſitation, or Dioceia!: 
Synod, which he was as much obliged to do, and as lyable to Puniſhment, for not doing,as any Incumbent in the Dioceſe. 

Lajtly, The Paſſing ſuch a Bill as this to reſtore Mr.Spademay to what he hath forfeited by not taking the Oaths,may be of dangerous con- 
ſequer.e, in the Example, to the Government, and to ſeveral Loyal and Worthy Perſons, who are preferred, and Employed 1n ſuch Places, 
as others have forfeited by not taking the Oaths in due time ; and ſome that have ſince taken the Oaths, arc not Reſtor'd to the Ltvings 
which they ſo forfeited ; and if the ſaid Comportion had been now a Preſentative Living (as it was when Spademarn ad it in Sixteen Hundred 
Seventy four) it would have been diſpoſed of ſoon after the Firſt of February, Sixteen hundred Eighty Nine, as other Livings weve 


Objetion. They may Objef?, That it is hard to take advantage of Spademmar's not taking the Oaths in due time, he being beyond Sea.

Biſhops and others for not taking the Oaths ; however, an Act of Parliament being once paſt, every one concerned in it, is obliged at his 
peril, to take noticeof it ; and ſo was Hill and his 7raſtee Spademan, who did not take the Oaths, *till he Heard the Dean and Chapter were 
about Seizing the Comportion, as forfeited by the AQ, and he might (and no doubt did) Hear as well of the At it ſelf. 

A-::ſw. Secondly, That the ſaid Comportion being by the ſaid Att 1. Fac. 2.Veſted in the Dean and Chapter in Tr«ft, for the Augmentation 
of Five poor Yiccarages, maintenance of the Choir, and Repairs ofa large Ancient Ruinous Cathedral; the Dean and Chapter could/But take all 
the advantage the Law allowed them by Spademar's Forfeiture, 1n Virtue of their faid 77ſt ; and their NegleCting to do ſo, or their Conniving 
to Divert and miſapply what is by Law appointed for thoſe Charztable and Pious Vſes,would have been in them a kind of Sacrilegious Attempr. 

Such Diverting or miſapplying, (as well as any differnce ariſing about the ſamc) being alſo by the ſaid Aft of Parliament referred to the 
Determination of the Lord Archbiſhop of Caxtarbary for the time being. | 

That Spademaz is ftill as much a 7raftee as ever for Hill, as is owned in his Petition (and mentioned in the Yotes of the Houſe of Commony,o! 
the 147 of January laſt) tho? the Words Declaring ſuch Tr«ſt be Onutted in the Bill, as now brought up form the Houſe of Commons. 
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
